REMAINS ABLE TO MEET MAJOR CHALLENGES ©UICKLY ANO EFFECTIVELY, 
AND TO CONTROL THE MAIN URBAN CENTERS OF THE COUNTRY. UNLESS 
THE REBELS CAN BECOME BETTER ORGANIZED ANO COORDINATED — AND 
RECEIVE MORE SIGNIFICANT OUTSIDE MATERIAL SUPPORT, THEY ARE 
UNLIKELY TO UNSEAT THE KHALOI LEADERSHIP AT KABUL. THE LATTER 
APPEAR ABLE TO HQLO OULONG AS THEY CAN CONTINUE TO RELY

3. CLOU> THE SITUATION IN THE PROVINCES? AT THE PRESENT TIKE, 
THE GOVERNMENT OF THE DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC OF AFGHANISTAN CORA) 
PROBABLY RULES LESS THAN ONE-HALF OF THIS COUNTRY. THE HINTER- 
LAND OF ENTIRE PROVINCES IN THE CENTRAL, EASTERN, AND WESTERN

TO SNAtt $QH£ CONVICriONS IN COWO/V. SUCH AS UNIVERSALLY 
HELO PERCEPTION THAT THEY ARE DEFENDING ISLAM AND THE

STRESSING THE NEED FOR SOVIET-AFGHAN FRIENDSHIP, ANO THE 
GENEROSITY OF -OUR GREAT NORTHERN NEIGHBOR." 
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7. (LOU) THE KHALOIS, INCIDENTALLY, USUALLY CALL THE REBELS 
THE "IKHWAN-I-SHAYATIN" ("BROTHERHOOD OF SATAN-), AN ARTFUL 
PLAY ON THE NAME OF THE MUSLIM BRQTHERHOOO. THE LATTER' S 
MOVEMENT IS SAID BY THE KHALOIS TO BE DIRECTED BY 'MUSLIM- 
LOOKING FOREIGNERS" (A REFERENCE TO THE ALLEGEO ANTI-AMANULLAH 
ACTIVITIES OF LAWRENCE OF ARABIA INSIDE AFGHANISTAN IN THE 
1920S) AND BY "MAOE-IN-LONOON" (LAWRENCE AGAIN) OR "MADE-IN- 
CONFIOENTIAL 
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PARIS (AYATOLLAH KHOMEINt) "MULLAHS." AMONG OTHERS IN THE 
PANTHEON OF EVIL FORCES BEING EXERCISED BY THE KHALOIS IN 
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THEIR STRUGGLE *TO SAVE THE GREAT SAUR REVOLUTION* ARE '-IN- 
TERNATIONAL IMPERIALISM- AND 'BLACK REACTION*, WHICH WE ASSUME 
IS MEANT TO INCLUDE THE BRITISH (BECAUSE OF B8C> AND THE U.S. 
JUOGINQ PROM THEIR PRIVATE STATEMENTS ANO THEIR SPEECHES, THE 
KHALOIS REGARD THEMSELVES AS PACED BY A CHALLENGE SIMILAR TO

0. (LOU> WHO SUPPORTS THE REGIME? AS IN ALL MARXIST-LENINIST 
SYSTEMS, THE PARTY IS THE CORE OP STRENGTH* THE PEOPLE'S 
DEMOCRATIC PARTY OP AFGHANISTAN CPOPA) HAS THUS PAR HELD UP 
FIRMLY AGAINST THE ONSLAUGHT OP ITS ENEMIES. POR EXAMPLE, 
FOREIGN OBSERVERS AT HERAT OURING THE MARCH UPRISING NOTED 
THAT CIVILIAN PARTY CADRE IN SEVERAL INSTANCES PROVIDED 
EFFECTIVE LEADERSHIP TO THOSE DISORGANISED MILITARY ANO POLICE 
FORCES WHICH STILL REMAINED LOYAL TO THE REGIME. THE CURRENT 
SHE OP THE PARTY IS NOT EASY TO JUDGE. THE KHALOI CLAIM

PROBABLY A GROSS EXAGGERATION. ALTHOUGH PRIME MINISTER HAFI2ULLAH 
AMIN DECLINED TO GIVE THE CURRENT PIGURE TO VISITING EMBASSY 
OFFICERS LAST MONTH, HE LATER IMPLIED TO A PQREIGN NEWSMAN • 
THAT THE F.IGURE MIGHT BE AROUNO 100,009. WE ALSO THINK THIS 
PIGURE IS INFLATED. MUCH OF THE PARTY T S MEMBERSHIP CAN BE 
POUNO AMONG THE SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS AND TEACHERS OP AFGHAN- 
ISTAN, WHO ARE BUSILY INDOCTRINATING THE NATION'S YOUTH (THIS 
PARTICULAR TYPE OF KHALOI IS ONE OP THE FAVORITE TARGETS OF 
REBELS WHEN THEY SEI2E A COMMUNITY). 
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9. CLOU") ANOTHER KEY ELEMENT OF SUPPORT IS PROVIDED BY THE 
ARMED FORCES, WHICH; IN SPITE OF THE DEFECTIONS OF SOME SMALL 
UNITS ANO INDIVIDUAL SOLDIERS, HAVE REMAINED GENERALLY LOYAL 
TO THE REGIME THUS FAR. THESE FORCES, MICH MAY NO* TOTAL 
AS LITTLE AS SOME %0?000 MEN, ARE, HOWEVER, SUBJECT TO CONSTANT 
ATTRITION THRCUW BATTLE CASUALTIES, CAPTURE BY REBEL FORCES. 
DEFECTIONS, ANO POLITICAL PURGES. FREOUENTLY, THEY FINO 
THEMSELVES IN THE FIELO WITHOUT AO^*^ J^^IP^^- 
eSiPMENT, OR FOOO. RESUPPLY IS BECOMING MORE OF A PRQ8ELH 
AS THE REBELS INTERDICT KEY ROADS, GES, ANO PASSES. 
AERIAL DROPS OF SUPPLIES OCCASIONALLY FALL INTO REBEL HANDS. 
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
